Treaſure in the common Magazine of the 
Church. The Church has been main- 
tain'd by the mighty Power of God, fo 
that the Gates of Hell have not prevaiPd 
againſt her, Thus 1s the Catholick-Faith 
deſcended on us, and thus ſhall continne 
to the End of the World. Bleſled be thy 
Power, O Lord, that has wrought ſuch 
Miracles to confirm thy Truth, and en- 
clined our Hearts to believe it. How ma- 
ny Souls are miſerably ſeduced by the 
Corruptions of the latter Apes, and re- 
volted to a mixture of Paganiſm with 
Chriſtianity ! while we, by thy good Pro- 
vidence, are led in theright Way to Hap- 
pineſs.
